Remarks 

In view of the above amendments and the following remarks, reconsideration 
of the outstanding office action is respectfully requested. 

Initially, applicants note that the Sequence Listing has been corrected to 
harmonize the Sequence Listing with the sequences present in the application as filed. The 
errors identified on page 3 of this paper were not previously detected. This amendment is 
accompanied by: a computer readable form (CRF) copy of the corrected Sequence Listing," 
presented on a 3.5" diskette; a paper copy of the corrected Sequence Listing, as well as the 
above amendment directing its entry into the specification; and a statement that the content of 
the paper and computer readable form are the same and include no new matter. 

In addition, applicants have amended the specification at two locations. 
Because the prior "after final" amendment (submitted November 7, 2003) was not entered, 
the present response again requests entry of the amendment to the cross-reference to related 
applications. The second amendment to the specification corrects an error in the description 
of Figure 86, harmonizing the specification with the drawings. In view of the above, the 
objection to the specification has been overcome and should therefore be withdrawn. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to recite the subject matter of claims 8 and 9 
(previously indicated to be allowable) and exclude the subject matter encompassed by the 
hybridization language (i.e., alternative iii). Claim 8 has been canceled because it no longer 
limits the scope of claim 1. Therefore, the objection to these claims should be withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 52, 55, and 73 under 35 U.S.C. § 112 (second 
paragraph) for indefiniteness is overcome by the above amendments and should therefore be 
withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 1, 7, 49-52, 55, and 71-76 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 (first 
paragraph) as lacking enablement is overcome by the above amendments and should 
therefore be withdrawn. 
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In view of all of the foregoing, applicants submit that this case is in condition 



for allowance and such allowance is earnestly solicited. 
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
